Claim Objections 
Claim 1 is objected to because of the following informalities: 
Claim 1, lines 9-10, the recitations "fastenably" and "coupleably" are confusing 
and need to be edited to conform to the English language. 
Appropriate correction is required. 

Claims 4-20 are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75(c) as being in improper form 
because a multiple dependent claim should refer to other claims in the alternative only 
and/or cannot depend from any other multiple dependent claim. See MPEP 
§ 608.01 (n). Accordingly, the claims have not been further treated on the merits. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 
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Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Regarding claim 1, the phrase "in particular" renders the claim indefinite 
because it is unclear whether the limitation(s) following the phrase are part of the 
claimed invention. See MPEP § 2173.05(d). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated fry US 
3,305,623 to Bakker et al. 

Claim 1: 

Bakker et al. discloses a composite panel system comprising at least two 
panel elements (1,2, Fig. 2) of the same or different brittle materials (Column 1, 
lines 63-67), in particular glass, wherein the panel elements are joined 
superficially to one another by an intermediate layer of an adhesive plastic 
(Column 2, lines 1-3), characterized in that a reinforcing element (3, Fig. 2) is 
embedded (Column 2, line 2) in the intermediate layer, and its reinforcing 
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element is retained mechanically coupleably (6, Fig.4) on a support structure (5, 
Fig.2). 
Claim 2: 

Bakker et al. discloses the composite panel system of claim 1 , 
characterized in that a rigid fastening device (7, Fig.2) is provided, whose 
fastening zone embracing the composite panel system has a size (length of the 
upper surface of 7, Fig.2), which even if the composite panel system breaks 
assures reinforcing anchoring. 
Claim 3: 

Bakker et al. discloses the composite panel system of claim 1 or 2, 
characterized in that the fastening device is provided continuously along one 
edge (any of the 4 edges of Fig.1) of the composite panel system.
